Tlie Rlinrlent route from Denver to 
L;nilvllle is by the Denver & South 
Park narrow gage railroad lliiuugh 
the route vis Cannon City niui tlic 
Arknniias Cannon ia probably the 
most piclnresqiie. The riilc over the 
mouutaina by the former route ix ccr- 
taiuly a* exhilarating aa could be 
wwltad.' A'la«"milw from Denver 
the Ndroad (triKcn into the cannon of 
the Platte, which it follow* op throagh 
a narrow gage betwoon llie mountains 
lor about flilv mile*, gaining an alti- 
tiiile at ihn aiMnmit ol 10,000 feet, or 
about 5,000 feet above Denver, The 
scenery lliruiigli this chiihuii is grand 
beyond de«cri|"tion. Al no place is it 
much more than a stone's lliroiv in 
wiillb, and moet of iho nny the rail- 
road bed ha* been excavati-il out of the 
•olid rock. A* we ascended the 
muuHlaiB coolVmari awo^t thixmgh 
the eanooB a* through a Iniiuoli yet in 
•pile of this littlo discomfort passen- 
gem cannot reaiat the temptation to 
ride on the plifform' of the cars in or- 
der to ei\joy fte griited lind inpresiive 
ac«oet;y. On oue side of the track the 
Plalie Biver, hero a wild munntuin 
•Iteam, dashes down thruu^h the can 
nun o>«r au almosl uiibnikeii auccea- 
siim of rapids and cataracts. I'erc 
and there a deep pool ol civar water 
was provokingly auggcslivo of trout 
fiahiug, aad the diiieiple* of laaac 
WalioN-f ill ruiuatarily divide thair 
tieatioaa betw^na il)a(« ^amuing 
•[iota and (he rucica that nwe nvu- 
Ireds of feet on either ai«le, worn by 
the river into all faiHaitie *hap«s, and 
aoiuetiine* appearing almost to close 
over the river and raitroa<l, . 

It is not an easy task to adequately 
describe this the most wonilorful of all 
iiiihiii;; tiiwiiR. Tli<;re is uothing like 
it ill Uuluniii), or iiuywlimo else, aud 
with all that has keen written concer- 
ning it only those who have haea-bere 
to aee foi themaelttt* have a very cor- 
rect idea oi the placq. Thoqgh the ra- 
pidity of it* growth i« not aaeh aa is 
wa« three and four yitara ago, when 
tlie Leadville excitement awept the en- 
tire land, yet it is still -a wonder, 
growing and constantly changing. It 
haa from the firat bion Tike a baleido- 
aoopa ia tbaanditanMaa of ita tranafot- 
mationa, thonish its colors were ol the 
simplest kiiid,niid ol the most sombre, 
loo. In the early days entire streets 
wore opined up, built upon and nettled 
withiu a week; and even now stores, 
houses, lug-eabine, and liotels spring 
np suddeuly, *ida by aide, There In 
an opera houae ooeatraotad pat ol 
rough pine board*, with ita dra«« eir. 
cles and gallery, aAt looking for all 
the world like au uufiuiabed hvery sta- 
ble. Ther* are also variety theatres 
« here the illegitimate drama fluurish- 
ea tu the delight of atunly miners. 
Two year* ago there was but one 
church ind oue achool house here and 
ibe principal hotel wai a two story 
frame witli neat gables and an iuiitu 
t ion mansard root. The othee of 1I1I.1 
husllery is about six feet wide by six- 
leea long, and was evidently not plan- 
ned for the accuiiimodation of loafers. 
That laige olaaa of population are 
given ruwm ia UMbarandbilliari hall 
opening from the oflice, A solitary 
baiber plie* hi* ooeupaiion at one end 
of the tame appartmrnt, charging 25 
oenia for a ahave and SU lor a hair cut. 
riie Grand has in its day turned away 
from 60 to lOU people a dav over and 
abox'e all it could snuoiniuodato with 
lodgings, Leadville has never been 

particulaily religions plaee,and even 
in the d.tyM H lien ihuro was only one 
church tu 10,UOO inhahitanla an audi- 
«oua ol 60 worshippers wa* al)ont the 
avaiige. I have keen told about the 
lolUwiag Botioa posted ia tha eld 
chniibh, bd'tbavanotaem it: "Plmiliia 
do not shoot the organist; he doe* his 
be*t." 

In the general charaoter of tha place 
there has not been luucli change from 
what it w«* from the Aral, except that 
the evidence* of haala an not *o plenti- 
ful and the bnihlings aro better and 
more substantially built and there is a 
little more of the atmosphere of per- 
manency. But all the details might 
give would alter all afford the rosdur 
littla idea of Leadville as it is, or its 
aurronnding* aa they appear to the 
actnal obaerver. Let one imagine 
himaeir penned up in tha wUeat la«t- 
amwea oftbe Rooay Uonntain* at *n 
altitade of 10.000 feet above the *ea 
He i* literally on the monhtain top*. 
Yet far above Leadville on every hand 
rise the bald crown* of the *nowy 
range— desolate, bleak, and absolutely 
without vegetation of auy kind. Here 
in the gntohca aro forctt.s of pine and 
evergreen, whiob extend far up the 
side* of adjacent peaks. But ilio tim- 
ber line ia ** itmngly marked and a* 
olaarly out on every aide a* if hum*n 
hand* h*d been at work pleaning away 
every trace of tfaatt 'Arab flong the 
line ot a anrvey, and aa if tha lame 
hand* had planed off the mountain 
tommitto taa tmoothne** and barren - 
neaaofaoonntry lohool-yard. To the 
■trangariCOming from the Inxnrioi and 
comurnof eivlliaaiion, Leadville pre- 
■entk an aspoot of nnntterable desola- 
tion, Apprpaching by the old stige 
read, one of the first indications which 
the etranger ha* that ho is m the vicin- 
ity o( a city is tlio nule ccmoteiy 
which he nassos at the lower end of 
Chosnnt street. Iti* a gloomy, cheer 
less place, especially when seen in the 
latetwilight,aud i* Bngge*tjveof many 
a tragedy in real life. Of the aeveral 
hondrad* who bare been bnried here, 
aooiesdied among itringer*, leaving 
nothing by which their friend* in the 
East might be found oV informed of 
their fata. Tbe little mounds arranged 
in row* beneath the few tree* that 
have been left atanding are b*re of 
grass, and some of them are covered 
with dry brown needles that fell from 
the pines in the early Spring. Plain 
board slaba stand for h««d-stunes and 
tell the brief atory that will be forgot- 
ten when they ornmble ami di«a!p- 
pear.

that of Leadville ii superlatively so. 

It was about the middle oftho sum- 
mer ill 1878 that the value of Lead- 
ville a* a "carbonate camp" was ilis- 
covered. California Gulch on which 
the praapnt town «(and was au old 
minin { qiiroDiJiaTiaR h«in RMRked for 
%i<ld from 1860 to 1807, iheyieM run 
ning down from $5,000,000 in 18G0 
to about $150,000 in IS60, when the 
digging* were abandoned. In those 
days it is said the gold miners caulked 
their log -cabins with wh«t ihry suppos- 
ed WIS mud, but was really eu> lioioite, 
worth $400 a ton. Who discovered 
the cirboiiates is a disputed (|neNiioii, 
but there is no doubt that W,U. Stev- 
ens, of Lake Snperior mining fame, a 
resident of Detroit, wa* oue of the 
firat, If nottba (lntt,\» nndertake tys- 
teiliatlc mfntbg Pp^tion* lor diver in 
this camp. OhI Nevada and Califor- 
nia mtuers scoffed at the idea of find 
ing anything of value in the carbo- 
iiHtes They were soft, not hard. 
They were "p'ln cako deposition," not 
v('iii>. riii; oKio.sL and wi.ii'Kt Ririoii^ 
ibi'iii liud ucver nei'ii any inetssl ex- 
tracti'J from sucli sinfl'. Still, Stev- 
ens had hi* aduereuts, too, Kmubers 
of men aarannad epoa the hilia and 
began to '«ink ab'afla.
